The Executive Force Review Committee consisting of Commander Michael Rothans, 
Commander David Fender, and Commander Buddy Goldman met and reviewed the 
above case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Department members may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 
others, only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is about to 
be inflicted upon themselves or others 


FINDINGS: 


Deputies contacted the suspect on thef block of Dalerose Avenue. They spoke 
with the suspect briefly, then the suspect ran while producing a handgun from his 
waistband. Deputies exited their vehicle and followed the suspect down the driveway 
at ШШШ Dalerose Avenue. The suspect pointed the handgun at deputies, then threw 
the handgun aside. One of the deputies continued to follow the suspect as the 
suspect climbed over a wrought iron fence and attempted to remove his sweatshirt. 
The deputy following the suspect saw the suspect removing his sweatshirt and 
believed the suspect was removing a second handgun from the sweatshirt. 


EFRC -2- January 3, 2013 


The deputy climbed onto the wrought iron fence, and in fear for his life, fired one 
round at the suspect missing the suspect. The suspect fled and was later captured 
within a containment area. 


The Committee determined the deadly force used to defend against the suspect was 
reasonable, necessary, and justified. The Committee also deemed as Founded the 
allegation that the tactics used by the deputy were in violation of the Department's 
Manual of Policy and Procedures, Section 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards 
(specifically pertaining to Section 5-06/105.00, Tactical Incidents), on or about 
January 28, 2012, while on duty the deputy failed to conform to the work standards 
established for his position as a patrol deputy and confronted a suspect without 
employing sound tactical principles after being involved in a foot pursuit of the armed 
suspect which resulted in a shooting as evidenced by, but not limited to the 
following: 


a. failing to utilize cover or concealment when it appeared the suspect was 
attempting to retrieve a weapon, and/or; 


b. failing to engage a threat in the safest manner when scaling a gate to 


confront a suspect who was on the ground immediate below the deputy’s 
position and was believed to be armed himself. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The Committee recommended Deputy Silvio Paz, ш receive a three (3) day 
suspension. 


The Committee also recommended Deputy Paz attend the eight hour Tactics and 
Survival training (TAS 1 class) and the eight hour LIFE class training. 


Lastly, the Committee recommended the unit commander, Captain Matthew A. 


Dendo, conduct a tactical debriefing regarding Tactical Incidents (currently known as 
Section 3-10/150.00 of the Manual of Policy and Procedures).

SYNOPSIS: 


South Los Angeles Station ilvio Paz, employee [ | and his partner, Deputy 
Larry Villareal, employee ee ae 32), were patrolling north on Dalerose Avenue, 
approaching Lennox Boulevard. They observed a male, later identified as Suspect Granillo, 
walking north on the west sidewalk. 


As the suspect made eye contact with the deputies, Deputy Paz, who was driving, said to 
the suspect, “Hey, what's up dude,” and the suspect told them he was walking to his 
girlfriend’s home. The suspect suddenly began running north, and then turned west 
through the driveway ОШО Avenue. As the suspect гап, the deputies saw 
that he was holding a black firearm in his right hand. While running, the suspect turned and 
pointed the firearm at the deputies, but did not fire. 


Both deputies exited their patrol vehicle and followed the suspect. Deputy Paz shouted to 
the suspect to stop, and to show his hands, but he did not comply. As the suspect reached 
the end of the driveway, he tossed the firearm, which landed against the south wall of the 
residence. The suspect then jumped over a wrought iron gate, which separated the 
driveway and the rear yard of the residence. 


As the suspect jumped the gate, the deputies saw that he was taking off his flannel jacket. 
When the suspect landed on the other side of the gate, the deputies saw that he appeared 
to be attempting to retrieve something from the jacket. The suspect's actions led Deputy 
Paz to believe that he was attempting to retrieve another firearm. 
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Fearing for his life, and the life of his partner, Deputy Paz fired one round, from his 
department issued 9mm Beretta at the suspect. (Refer to Exhibit A, for Deputy Villareal’s 
SH-R-49 report, and Suspect Booking information). 


The suspect ran north through the rear yard, and out of view. A containment was 
established, and a search for the suspect wa: icted. The suspect was subsequently 
found and detained in the rear patio area йй с Boulevard. He was positively 
identified by both deputies, and arrested for Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace 
Officer. The suspect's handgun, a .38 caliber revolver, was recovered at the scene of the 
shooting. Neither the suspect nor the deputies were injured (Refer to Exhibit B, for Deputy 
Paz's Supplemental report). 


IAB Note: Internal Affairs Bureau Acting Lieutenant Sergeant Carlos Flores, 
employee checked to see that the Watch Commander, Acting Lieutenant 
Sergeant Michael Strickland, employee ЖА took reasonable steps to ensure 
that the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves, or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel did not collectively 
consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, Internal Affairs Bureau 
Acting Lieutenant Sergeant Flores checked to see if the Watch Commander, Acting 
Lieutenant Sergeant Strickland, attempted to have involved and witness personnel 
gather in the company of a supervisor, Sergeant Richard Conley, employee 
until they have provided a statement to the assigned investigators.

“Oh Shit he’s carrying a gun.” She went to her kitchen window and saw a male running 
north on the west sidewalk and down her neighbor's driveway о г!егоѕе Avenue. 
She continued watching and saw a deputy fall to his knee at the mouth of the neighbor's 
driveway. Miss did not see the Deputy Involved shooting, as she continued to 
watch the deputy that fell to the ground. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Paz: 


Deputy Paz was interviewed on March 7, 2012, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Laura 
Haynes and Sergeant Dinah Grote. Deputy Paz was represented by Erika Gurrola of the 
Law Offices of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy Paz essentially told the same account as documented in his Supplemental report 
as well as his interview with the OSS Detective (Refer to Exhibit L, Detective White’s 
Supplemental report). 


Deputy Paz said he was driving north on Dalerose Avenue toward Lennox Boulevard, when 
he and his partner Deputy Villareal, who was the book man, saw Suspect Granillo walking 
north on the west sidewalk. Deputy Paz said he drove alongside Suspect Granillo who 
made eye contact with him. Deputy Paz asked Suspect Granillo, “What's up dude?” 
Suspect Granillo replied, “Oh not much, going to my girlfriends house.” Deputy Paz said 
“Immediately when he finished that sentence, he took off sprinting north on Dalerose to the 
first driveway which is ШО а!егозе Avenue.” Deputy Paz said he immediately put the 
radio car in park exited the vehicle, saw Deputy Villareal was also exiting the vehicle and 
followed the suspect. 


Deputy Paz said as Suspect Granillo reached the mouth of the driveway at ШИ 
Dalerose, he saw a cell phone fall from somewhere on Suspect Granillo. As Suspect 
Granillo was turning to run down the driveway he turned his body toward Deputy Paz and 
Deputy Villareal. Deputy Paz said, “I saw him with a black handgun in his right hand by his 
waist area. His upper body turned, torso turned back towards, | would say the southeast 
back in our direction as he was pointing the gun at us. Kind of like making sure, pointing 
the gun at us and seeing where our exact location is” (Refer to Exhibit M, photograph #1, 
utilized during interview).

Deputy Paz said he could hear Deputy Villareal’s footsteps running behind him as the 
suspect rounded the vehicle parked in the driveway. Deputy Paz ordered the suspect to 
stop running and show his hands (Refer to Exhibit M, photograph #2, utilized in interview). 
Deputy Paz said he could see Suspect Granillo tossed the gun he was running with and it 
hit the south facing wall of the residence, landing on the ground (Refer to Exhibit N, 
Photograph #7, utilized during interview). 


Deputy Paz said the suspect “hit е е се, and as he was jumped up, he was 
taking off his flannel jacket(Refer to Exhibit O, Photograph #3, utilized during interview). 
Suspect Granillo landed on the opposite side of the fence still struggling to remove the 
flannel jacket. Deputy Paz said, “At that point, | can see him facing the house, th 

facing the house. So he’s facing northbound, but he’s side stepping like in a quick motion 
trying to still get away but he was reaching into one of the pockets of his jacket and as he 
was reaching in the pocket jacket, | can see him struggling with it, like he was trying to pull 
whatever it was inside of his jacket.” 


Deputy Paz said he believed Suspect Granillo was attempting to retrieve a second weapon 
from the jacket. He said, “fearing for my life, | sprinted to the top of that fence and jumped 
on the top of the fence, and hooked my arm pits up on the fence and took, fired one, one 
round at him on top of the fence”(Refer to Exhibit P, photograph #4 and Exhibit Q, photo 
graph #5, utilized during interview). 


Deputy Paz said Suspect Villareal ran to the back yard of the residence. Deputy Paz joined 
Deputy Villareal at the rear of the vehicle parked in the driveway. Both deputies backed out 
of the driveway, where Deputy Paz said he transmitted emergent, “deputy involved in a 
shooting,” radio traffic (Refer to Exhibit R, photograph #8, utilized during interview). 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


Deputy Villareal was interviewed on March 7, 2012, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Laura Haynes, and Sergeant Dinah Grote. 


Deputy Villareal essentially told the same account as documented in his Supplemental 
Report as well as his interview with OSS Detective (Refer to Exhibit K, Detective White's 
Supplemental report). 


Deputy Villareal said he was the bookman and his partner, Deputy Paz, was driving north 
on Dalerose Avenue toward Lennox Boulevard, when they saw Suspect Granillo walking 
north on the west sidewalk. Deputy Paz drove alongside Suspect Granillo who turned 
toward the deputies. Deputy Paz asked Suspect Granillo, “What’s up dude?” Suspect 
Granillo said “Nothing, just walking to my girlfriends house.” Deputy Villareal said almost 
simultaneously after saying that, Suspect Granillo grabs his waistband, leans forward and 
took off running. 
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Deputy Villareal said as Suspect Granillo reached the mouth of the driveway at | 
Dalerose, he saw a cell phone fall (Refer to Exhibit L, photograph #1, utilized during 

interview) from Suspect Granillo and a black handgun in his right hand. 

Deputy Villareal described the suspect turning toward both deputies in a southerly direction 

pointing the handgun directly toward them. Deputy Villareal said, “itjust happened fast’ and 

both deputies exited their radio car. 


Deputy Villareal said they chased after Suspect Granillo. Deputy Paz was closer and had 
гип west down the driveway of the residence. Deputy Villareal said he would normally put 
out the foot pursuit radio traffic but he slipped on the cell phone Suspect Granillo had 
dropped, and landed on his left knee. Deputy Villareal said as he was getting back to his 
feet, he heard Deputy Paz yell, “Stop, let me see your hands.” Deputy Villareal said, “1 get 
up and the guy’s already jumping, tosses the gun with his right hand and the south, from 
the south wall of the property and he jumped the fence.” Deputy Villareal said there was a 
car parked in the driveway in front of the gate (Refer to Exhibit M for photograph #2 and 
Exhibit O, photograph #3, utilized during interview). Deputy Villareal said, “Then when he 
landed on the other side of the fence, his, his, hands and got his jacket off at the same time 
and he’s trying to pull, it looks like he’s trying to pull something out through the shoulders.” 


Deputy Villareal said he was behind the vehicle parked in the driveway, and Deputy Paz 
was in front of the vehicle. When he saw Suspect Granillo fumbling with what he perceived 
was a second weapon, he saw Deputy Paz run toward the gate, jumped to the top and fired 
at Suspect Granillo іп a downward direction. Suspect Granillo discarded the jacket, and ran 
through the backyard of the residence. Deputy Villareal said both deputies backed out of 
the driveway to the front of the residence. Deputy Paz transmitted emergent deputy 
involved in a shooting radio traffic (Refer to Exhibit S, photograph #9, utilized during 
interview). While Deputy Paz maintained a visual on the weapon the suspect discarded, as 
well as the location where the suspect was last seen, Deputy Villareal said he ran north on 
Dalerose Avenue, toward Lennox Boulevard, to make sure Suspect did not double back and 
a containment could be established immediately. 


Deputy Villareal was asked if he ever lost sight of his partner at any time during the shooting 
or when he ran to Lennox Boulevard and he said, “No.” 


IAB Note: A search of the area where Suspect Granillo discarded his jacket 


on the other side of the fence, did not reveal any additional weapons, or 
notable evidence. 
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SUSPECT GRANILLO STATEMENT: 


Suspect Granillo was interviewed on January 28, 2012, by Operation Safe Streets 
Detective Derek White, employee AEE and сесси | employee 
at the South Los Angeles Station. 


Detective White asked Suspect Granillo about the incident with deputies. Suspect 
Granillo admitted to running from deputies, but initially denied carrying a weapon. After 
Detectives spoke with Suspect Granillo at length regarding the evidence and 
eyewitnesses, Suspect Granillo admitted to picking a weapon up from “someone” in the 
neighborhood. He said he was taking it to another address when he saw Deputies. He 
admitted running from deputies with the weapon and tossing it, but denied pointing the 
weapon at deputies (Refer to verbatim transcript, and Exhibit K, Detective White's 
Supplemental report). 


IAB Note: OSS Detectives spoke to numerous residents а еппох 
Boulevard where Suspect Granillo was attempting to hide from Deputies. 
Additionally, a warrant was served on February 15, 2012, at the suspect's 
residence (Refer to Exhibit T, Supplemental report by Detective 
Bottomley, and Supplemental report by Detective White). 
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
